The loss from the ex ­ 
plosions and fire W’as set today at 
37 50,000, principally in medical rec­ 
ords. 
The death toll in the ex plosions 
mounted last night, and even today 
it was feared that all those who 
eventually will succumb to the nox ­ 
ious fumes had not been counted.

May 17 .— (AP)—The Graf Zeppelin, 
with three of its five motors dead, 
fought its way across the mouth of 
the Rhine at 8 a. m., (2 a. m., east­ 
ern standard time) today and began 
a hard battle with near gale head­ 
winds to reach its home port, Fried­ 
richshafen, before dark tonight. 
A violent mistral, or cold north­ 
west wind, and loss of all but twm 
of the chip's five motors, cut the 
speed of the dirigible to 30 kilo­ 
meters (about 21 miles) an hour.

Although in the downtown districts of 
our cities the sidewalks are still crowded 
with pedestrians, it is probably true that 
walking has become an obsolete pastime 
in America.

truly . 
That is not the way we cover the 
miles. 
He was greatly amused over the fact 
that during his walking tours he was fre­ 
quently offered rides by motorists; “they 
do not seem to understand,” he say s, 
“that a man on a walking tour is not in 
need of vehicular convey ance. 
They act 
as if the best thing about walking is giv­ 
ing it up and having a ride.” 
Obviously the automobile does not per­ 
mit of sauntering. 
When the road is 
good, there comes the irresistible impulse 
to make the most of it, which to nearly 
all drivers means any where from 35 to 
60 miles an 
hour. 
And 
consequently 
there is lacking the opportunity for quiet 
enjoy ment of the passing landscape; and 
lacking too is the inducement for reflec­ 
tion and restful meditation which walking, 
cither by one’s self or with agreeable 
companions, makes almost inevitable. 
In 
its own way motoring has its pleasures, 
and on the whole they are no less than 
those of walking- 
And perhaps in the 
stress of modern life it is only natural 
that we should have taken to the thrill- 
producing form of exercise.

T he “ fence” is the heart of the prob­ 
lem of robberies, in the opinion of Max- 
v. ell S. 
M attuck, form er first assistant 
United. States attorney for the southern 
district of New York. 
“ It would seem 
tha t law enforcem ent reform might well 
start with an investigation into the o pera­ 


t i o n s of the criminal receiver so that steps 
m ight be tak en to eliminate him from his 
present place 
as the 
chief 
factor in 
crime." 
G reed an d cupidity, Mr. M attuck says, 
inspire more than 00 per cent of crimes. 
“ By far the m ajority net the criminal loot 
in the form of merchandise- Although we 
he a r and read a great deal about payroll 
hold-ups and other crimes in which money 
is obtained the crime loss in dishonestly 
obtained goods is infinitely greater than 
the loss in stolen m oney.” 
The burglar is more spectacular than 
the dishonest business man or the ba n k ­ 
ruptcy “ racketeer, 
but the latter, Mi. 
M attuck says, is “ much more insidious 
an d much more costly than the ordinary 
thug, and is infinitely hard er to con\ict. 
The commercial crook, the burglar anti 
the footpad m ust have “ fences” for dis­ 
posal of their loot.

receivership business because of laxity in 
the laws covering trafficking in stolen 
goods.”

The range of the “ fence” is as wide as 
robbery. 
The sneak thief, bearing aw ay 
a velocipede or an ordinary chair, goes 
to a “ fence” as direct as the g ang of 
thieves w ho cart off a carload of fine 
m e r c ha n d i s e . 
Table silverw are does not 
linger in the' tow n of its ow ner; it is sent 
quickly to a n o ther town 
The “ fence” is

The court held the state has a 
right to assess 
franchise taxes on 
the basis of $100 for each share 
of no par value stock jn the suit 
brought 
by 
the 
attorney 
general 
against the International Shoe Com­ 
pany of St. Louis. 
The decision 
means the company must pay a tax 
of $104,220 to the state, which is 
$77,742 more than the company con­ 
tended was due. 
Under the ruling it is estimated 
the state would get about $250,000 
additional 
revenue 
a 
year. 
The 
attorney general declared, however, 
the law brings an unjust hardship 
on corporations and recommended 
the 
bill 
providing that shares of 
no par value stock shall be assessed 
at a minimum of $5 a share, and If 
they are worth more than that, at 
their actual value. 
It has passed 
the senate and is awaiting house 
action. 
“The bill should pass,” Attorney j 
General Shartel said, “because the ! 
present law’ works a very severe j 
and unjust hardship upon corpora- j 
tions whose stock is not worth $100 
a share, and

Missouri. 
The 
conse­ 
quence will be that many corpora­ 
tions who ordinarily would locate 
in Missouri will not do so.

The proverbially busy honey bee 
is suffering from an unemployment 
problem, and a crisis is at hand. 
According to M. O. Stevens, presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
Pettis 
County 
Bee 
Keepers' association, the continued 
wet and cold weather has so re­ 
tarded the development of honey- 
bearing blossoms that the supply 
of honey that was left with the bees 
last fall to tide them over until 
the new blossom season is deplet­ 
ed, and many colonies are in danger 
of starving to death. 
Very few 
blossoms are out. A 
few dandelions are the only ones 
at present. At this time of a nor­ 
mal year sweet clover, the honey 
bee’s staff of life, is beginning to 
bloom, and no trouble with food 
shortage is experienced. This year, 
however, sweet clover is far from 
the blooming stage, and the dande­ 
lions, 
with 
perhaps 
a 
few 
fruit 
blossoms, are the bee’s only means 
of sustainence. 
Besides, 
the 
weather 
was 
so 
cold during the time that the fruit 
trees were in 
full bloom and it 
rained so much of that time that 
there was very little time for the 
bees to work. 
According to Mr. Stevens, who is 
a bee keeper of long experience, 
killing of the drones by the bees.

insects stung to death in front of 
the hives, and the carrying of 
un­ 
hatched brood from the hive, are 
indications of an extremely critical 
condition in that particular colony. 
He explained that when the bees 
begin to run short of food they 
kill tho drones and carry out the 
more developed of the unhatched 
brood.

TWO EDUCATIONAL 
BILLS DEFEATED

provide equal educational opportun­ 
ities for eveiy child in Missouri, 
were defeated by the Alissouri sen­

McCawley, 
w'ha indicated he might attempt to 
reconsider the vote by which they 
were k illed. 
One of the bills provide for state 
aid to first class high schools total­ 
ing six ty dollars a year for each 
pupil, and the other provided for 
state aid to grade schools. 
Sponsoirs of the bill said the pro­ 
gram would cost about $11,000,000 
annually. 
Opponents 
attack ed the 
measure on the ground the state 
could not afford the ex penditure, 
but Senator McCawley pleaded for 
passage of the measure to get the 
laws on the book s and depend on 
future legislators to 
provide 
the 
funds. 
The senate also k illed three other 
bills and passed four in a two hour 
morning session. One of the meas­ 
ures defeated, proposed by Senator 
Casey, w'ould change the automo­ 
bile registration system, placing is­ 
suance of licenses in the county 
clerk ’s offices and also providing 
for certificate of ownership notices 
to be carried in a special container 
on all cars. 
One of the bills approved would 
set up a system of laws enabling 
Alissouri farmers to tak e advantage 
of the farm relief plan proposed by 
President Hoover. It provides for 
organization of agricultural stabili­ 
zation corporations in Missouri. A 
similar bill has been introduced in 
the house of representatives.

the use of high grade fertilizers be­ 
cause of the value which will ac­ 
crue to the farmers of the state. 
They are also interested in secur­ 
ing a fuller understanding among 
fertilizer 
dealers 
and 
fertilizer 
salesmen as to the best fertilizer 
mix tures to use on different soils 
and different crops. 
The conference will open at 9 :30 
and will consist of talk s by several 
of the men on the ex periment sta­ 
tion 
and 
agricultural 
ex tension 
staffs. 
Ove F. Jensen of the soil 
improvement committee of the Na­ 
tional 
Fertilizer 
Association, 
will 
also appear on the program in a 
discussion of the proper methods of 
applying fertilizers. 
Practically all of the 
fertilizer 
companies 
doing business in the 
Central Alissouri area are Cooperat­ 
ing in the enterprise and they are 
mak ing special effort to secure the 
attendance of their local dealers. 
The rapid tendency towrards the use 
of high grade or high analysis fer­ 
tiliz e rs in recent years mak es it 
highly improtant that the dealers 
handling fertilizers become famil­ 
iar with this trend of fertilizer use. 
New methods of manufacture have 
made it possible to use fertilizers 
containing two or three times as 
much plant food as those formerly 
used. 
Such concentrated fertilizers 
represent a saving to the users and 
to the fertilizer companies.

duction of eggs. 
“Alissouri rank s first among all 
the 
other 
states 
of 
the 
United 
States with more than 151,000,000 
dozens of eggs, valued at more than 
thirty-three million dollars, tc say 
nothing of 33,000,000 chick ens pro­ 
duced for table use, valued at more 
than 
twenty-five 
million 
dollars, 
mak ing a grand total from chick ­ 
ens’ eggs, of more than $55,000,000— 
more than is realized from any crop 
grown in the field, orchards, or gar­ 
den, with the ex ception of corn. It 
is equal to more than seventy per­ 
cent of all the cattle 
and 
calves 
sold for slaughter, more than six ty- 
five percent of the amount received 
for hogs sold to stock
